WHAT PHILADELPHIA'S THINK 


ABOUT. 


As cold weather approaches Philadel- 


phians have plenty to think about. 
Fully 


one hundred thousand of them are taxed si 
cents per day extra for car fare in going to 
and from their places of work. They are 
thus thinking very hard to solve the problem 
why they should be compelled to pay hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in order than 
the managers of the Union Traction Coinpany 
may pay dividends upon fictitious capital, 
upon millions of dollars of securities-upon 
which not one dollar was ever paid and con- 
sequently the possessor of the security con- 
tributed nothing on its account for the 
benefit of the public which IB thus heavily 
taxed. Chicago and many other cities would 
have resented the increase of car fares from 
five to eight cents with violence but Phila- 
delphians are long suffering and so far they 
have done nothing but growl and walk. 
Every time a person walks instead of rides 
it cuts off something from the revenue of the 
huge corporation and if this action is per- 
sisted in on the part of the people ita in- 
fluence is bound to be detrimental to the 
corporation. 


Then there is the senatoriarinvestigatfiin* 


into our municipal affairs. 
Thus far the 


testimony has been very general but there 
is no reason why it should not become 
specific and individual cases cited. The 
fact of the matter is that when specifications 
are drawn for a contract a great many pro- 
visions are inserted and a contractor who 
would honestly undertake to comply with 
them has to bid high, while some one who 
is favored by the city authorities knows that 
lie can bid low as he will never be called 
upon to live up to the specifications. The 
tighter a contract is drawn the better the 
contractor who is thus favored likes it and 
the better his chance for getting the con- 
tract over competitors. 
The investigation 


is likely to give Philadelphians plenty to 
think about before it is over. 


Fraud at the polls is another live topic 


and District Attorney Graham will have a 
chance to do his duty toward the Common- 
wealth. Fraud in counting the ballots is 
made possible because the representatives of 
both the Republican and the Democratic 
parties connnive at it. It is alleged that 
the Republican election officers at the recent 
election paid back some old debts to the 
Democrats by permitting them to count in 
us many ballots as they pleased for their 
avoiite candidate for the circuit court. The 
seventh man on the bench was bound to bo 
a Democrat and the influence of the Catholics 
was all thrown in favor of Smith for whom 
.he judges of our courts believe ballots were 
counted which were never cast. Out of this 
charge has grown the arrest of nineteen 
election officers. 
The Democrats made no 


nomination in opposition to Mr. Graham

Are Mlnione IVortH Willie t 


All this trouble in China has naturally 


allied forth a spirited discussion concerning 
he value of missions in China. Several 
:ecular writers who have visited China, and 
gained some knowledge of affairs in that 
iart of the world, notably Mr. Henry Nor- 
man and Mr. Arnold White, have declared 
iiat the missions are not worth the cost and 
rouble they are making. It is declared 
hat the 
missionaries, without proper 


authorization, go into portions of China 
where their presence causes friction, and 
hat it is unreasonable to expect the British 
md other European governments and the 
government of the United States to inter- 
enc,—at the possible risk of war and in 
any case with no little expense of naval 
expeditions,—in order to force China to 
illow missionaries to reside far inland from 
he treaty ports. Moreover, these critics 
iffirm that most of the missionaries in China 
are persons ill qualified for their work, and 
that the actual results of the missions are 
most insignificant. On the other hand, the 
Ion. John W. Foster, who has lately re- 
urned from the Orient, and who, as our 
readers will remember, was employed by 
China as the special counsel in the negotia- 
tion of the peace treaty with Japan, has 
within the past month made a series of very 
mportant addresses in hearty commenda- 
tion of the value of missionary work, not 
only in China, but also in Japan and India. 
Mr. Foster addressed the Episcopal Conven-

Mr. Foster reminds 


us that we must not be surprised at a con- 
siderable degree of domestic unrest in China 
after the shock of the great foreign war, 
especially in view of the discharge from 
active service of great bodies of soldiers who 
have become scattered through several 
provinces. 
He predicts that general quiet 


and order will soon be restored in China, 
and that thenceforth the missionaries will 
have much easier access than ever before to 
the people everywhere. In his opinion it 
would be a great loss and misfortune to give 
up the beginnings that have been made, and 
he exhorts the missionary bodies 'to lose 
none of their faith in the possibility of 
benefiting Oriental peoples through a pre- 
sentation of the value and significance of the 
religion of Christ. 
Our correspondent 


whose account of the Episcopal Convention 
appears elsewhere, emphasizes the great 
enthusiasm that the cause of missions aroused 
in the Minneapolis meeting. In like manner, 
the Congregationalists in their recent trien- 
nial council at Syracuse and in the meeting 
of the American Board, showed no abate- 
ment of missionary zeal, but on the contrary 
are evidently more determined than ever to 
sustain and develop their work.—Fron 
Review of Reviews.

The Georgia Barbecue. 


The won! '"dish" is used in a metaphorical 


sense. The barbecue gets its name from the 
method of cooking the meats which form its 
principal substance. It is a pagan fonst. Its 
home is in the woods, by some clear running 
brook, and when found upon its native 
heath such modern conveniences as knives 
and forks, tables and chairs, are not known. 
One of the exposition spots which the 
Northerners are sure to seek out is the shod 
near the Manufactures and Liberal Arts 
Building, over which this same Sheriff of 
Wilkes presides, and where, at all hours of 
the day, the good cheer which is so closely 
connected with his name is dispensed. 
The 


shed is rather a rough place, for the barbe- 
cue with the modern conveniences and the 
delicacies of Delmonico's would lose its 
flavor. The china-ware is old iron-stone 
variety, known principally for its thickness. 
You get knives and forks, it is true, and 
paper napkins, but the table at which you 
sit is innocent of linen. 
You order a 


dinner. 
There is broufihtbefore you a half- 


dozen kinds of meats, steaming hot, the 
aroma of which is most pleasing to the 
appetite if you have one to start on ; and if 
you have none, it is sure to create one for 
you. 
Then there is a mysterious dish 


which the Sheriff calls stew, and pickles 
and bread and butter and a cup of not too 
good coffee is furnished "on the side." The 
stew is a concoction of many vegetables, 
and, for some reason not altogether clear 
even to its maker, bears the mysterious 
name of Brunswick. It is a necessary ad- 
unct of the dinner, and when it is made 
sufncienlly hot by a sufficient quantity of 
sungent peppers, it is indeed a rare 
appetizer. 


The roasting-pit is filled with live coals at 


day break. 
By seven o'clock the ground is 


hot through for several feet; then more 
coals are put on, and the carcasses are 
pierced through with clean hickory poles 
and laid across the pit. Their cooking 
refutes the old phrase that a watched pot 
never boils, because the meats are carefully 
tended during the entire time ; for to make 
them crisp and tender without burning they 
must be turned 
every fifteen or twenty 


All sorts of game are roasted over the pit 


—partridges, young wild turkeys, ducks, 
squirrels, and rabbits; and now that the 
winter season has come, the darkies have a 
possum supper for themselves every Satur- 
day night. They stand greedily around and 
watch the roasting of the animal, which is 
sweeter to them than any other that lives. 
[n the ashes they roast their sweet potatoes, 
and when it is all done and they sit there 
abbering amid their crude surroundings, 
;he firelight falling athwart their black faces 
and gay garments, a visitor to the exposition 
might well fancy himself at the feast of an 
African king.—Harpers' Weekly. 


Carnegie on PlitlautliropUj'. 


Andrew Carnegie, on Tuesday night of 


last week, formally turner! over to the city 
of Pittsburg the Carnegie Music Hall, Mu- 
seum, Art Gallery and Free Library. The 
exercises were in the main hall of the build- 
*rag","Ta'~i,ii<; prcaeiiee ur uit imuieiise'auttience. 


Addresses were made by Mr. Carnegie, 


3overnor Hastings, Mayor McKenna and 
Congressman Dalzell. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Carnegie stated that he would 
give $1,000,000 as an endowment fund to 
the art gallery, the interest to be used in 
he purchase of works of art, and that he 
would also erect libraries at Carnegie, Du- 
quesne and Homestead. Here are a few 
)»ragraphs from his address: 


''To one to whom surplus comes there 


comes also the questisn, What is the best 
use that can be made of it ? The conclusion 
breed upon me, and which I retain, is this: 
Chat surplus wealth is a sacred trust, to be 
administered during life by its possessor for 
the best good of his fellow men; and I have 
ventured to predict the coming of the day, 
the dawn indeed, we already begin to see, 
when the man who dies possessed of avail- 
able millions which were in his hands to dis- 
tribute, will die disgraced. 
But how is 


wealth to be used so that it will not tend to 
jauperize the community or to increase the 
very evils we would fain extirpate? Dis- 
tributed equally among all the people in the 
morning, we know that there would be pan- 
demonium at night. 


"Our newspapers have recently quoted 


rom a speech in which I referred to the 
fact that Colonel Anderson—honored be his 
memory—opened his 400 books to the young 
in Alleghany City and attended every Satur- 
day to exchange them, and that to him I 


'as indebted, as was Mr. Phipps, for admis- 


sion to the sources of knowledge, and that I 
,heu resolved that if ever surplus wealth 
came to me—and nothing then seemed more 
unlikely, since my revenue was $1.29 a 
week, as a bobbin boy in a factory; still I 
had my dreams—it should, be devoted to 
such work as Col. Anderson's. 


'The opening to-night of this library, free 


to the people, is one more realization of the 
boyish dream. 
But I also come by heredity 


to my preference for free libraries. 
The 


newspaper of my native town recently pub- 
lished a history of the free library in Dun- 
fermline, and it is there recorded that the 
first books gathered together and opened to 
the public were the small collections of three 
weavers. 
Imagine the feeling with which I 


read that one of these three was my honored 
father. 
He founded the first library in 


Dunfermline, his native town, and his son 
was privileged to found the last."

compass, Gladstone made answer: 


"Bond me thoso." 
With these words ho wohfc, and I stepped 


forth to claim a volume which had attract- 
ed my favorable attention several day* 
previous. 
"I bog your pardon, sir," said tho book- 


gel)or politely, "but that book U sold." 


"Soldf" lorled, 
"Sos, sir," replied the bookseller, smil- 


ing with evident pride. 
"Mr. Gladstone 


just bought it. I haven't a book for sale. 
Mr. Gladstone has just bought them all." 


The bookseller then proceeded to toll mo 


that whenever Gladstone entered a book- 
shop ho made a practice of buying every- 
thing in sight. That mognlfloent, swoop- 
ing gesture of his comprehended every- 
thing—tboology, history, social science, 
folklore, medicine, travel, biography. Ev- 
erything that oamo to his net wa« nsh. 


"This is the third time Mr. Gladstone 


has visited me," said the bookseller, "and 
this is the third tlrno he has cleaned me 
out." 


"This mania a good man, "says I to 


myself. "So notable a lover of books sure- 
ly cannot err. 
The cause of home rule 


must bo just, after all." 
.From others Intimately aoauaintod with 
him 1 learned that; Gladstone was an om- 
nivorous reader; that he ordered his books 
by the cartload, and that his homo In Ha- 
wardon literally overflowed with books. 
Ho made a practice, I was told,' of over- 
hauling his library onco in so often and of 
weeding out suoh volumes as he did not 
core to koep. 
These discarded books were 


sent to secondhand dealers, and It it raid 
that tho dealers not Infrequently took ad- 
vantage of Gladstone by reselling him 
over and over again—and at advanced 
prices, too—the very lots of books ho hnd 
culled out and rejected,—Chicago Booord.

Artena Infamoni For tile Crimes of Its 


, Inhabitant* Seven Centuries Ago and Out- 
, lowed by M Pope—Crime Hereditary In 


Some of the Famlllm, 


"A Country of Born Criminals" Is what 


Professor Sieholo of the University of Pisa 
entitles his article on Artena, an Italian 
village, in n rooont issue of Archives d'An- 
thropologle. 
The province of Rome has 


long been famous for erlmj, and Artena, a 
Homnn village of about 4,uOO Inhabitants, 
Is the most strongly criminal community 
In the province. That has boon its reouta- 
tlon since the middle of tho twelfth" cen- 
tury. 
\ Artona, or Montefortlno, as it was an- 
ciently called, stands on a hill 400 foot 
above sea level and is on the edge of a 
(mountain range. Tho Inhabitants are 
mostly fanners, and they till a rich soil, 
BO that there is no deep poverty in the re- 
glim. Tho conditions and surroundings 
are such as to encourage the rugged vir- 
tues. The place has, from a military point 
of view, an almost impregnable site, and 
its earlier name commemorated this fact. 
Perhaps iho earliest mention of the place 
,in Italian history occurs in 1155, when the 
'frequency of crime is noted. 
Pope Paul 


IV issued an edict against the place ID 


1557, 
describing its inhabitants as of no- 


toriously evil life. 
Ho ordered that the 


castle, "a nest of robbors," bo destroyed 
and that all the male inhabitants be ban- 
ished, and decreed that any man who met 
thorn might kill them. Tho edict was, in 
fact, one of outlawry against the male 
population. His holiness named among 
the crimes ol. MontGfortino .iiofc only rob. 
bery, but also murder and assaults upon 
tho papal soldiery. 


l 
Tho pope's tremendous edict did not de- 


populate tho place or greatly change tho 
character of its inhabitants for any long 
period, for the crimes of Moutefortino ap^ 
pour and reappear in Italian history from 
that day to this. Profess-orSichele sketch- 
es tho criminal history of Montcfortino for 
tho last half century. 
During that period 


tho vendetta has reigned there unchecked. 
From 1851 to 1808 the courts woro power- 
loss to deal with tho accused, booausa it 
was impossible to obtain evidence to con- 
vict. An official report in 1873 described 
the plaoo as a stronghold of murderers, 
assassins, extortioners and incendiaries, 
active night and day. It was declared that 
tho criminals of that day wero the children 
of criminals who had perished in the gal- 
lej'S or on tho scaffold, and that they had 
organized a monopoly of tho profitable in- 
dustry of crime. It was about this time 
that the village, as if anxious to forget its 
past, changed its name to Artena. 
But 


crime has since increased rather than di- 
minished, and tlie criminals of today boar 
tho same names as tho hereditary crimi- 
nals of inoro than 20 years ago. The 
assizes of 18JiL-lS81_and,.1883 wore frui 
loss, as DO oue was convicted ol serious 
crime, though there wore mnny indict- 
ments. Between 1879 and 1886 Artona 
hnd four mayors, and tho life of eauh was 
attempted. 
One was actually assassi- 


nated, and tho other throo woro wounded. 
One was shot in broad daylight in tho 
market place, but tho would be assassin 
wus not punished. 


Between 1S53 and 1872 t.ere wero 42 


murders and assassinations at Artena. 
This would be at a mean annual rate of 
52.5 per 100,000. The rate throughout 
Italy has varied in recent years from 7.73 
to 10.80 por 100,000, and tho mean annual 
rate throughout Italy is 9.88 por 100,000. 
Tho number of murders and assassinations 
at Artena between 1873 and 1888 was 87, 
or at tho rato of 61.60 por 100,000. The 
moan annual number of such crimes per 
100,000 throughout the wholo province of 


(Romo is £6,40. In other words, tho rate 
at Artoua during the last period named is 
more than double that of the province. 
Tho rate for various European countries 
Is 0.94 to 12.07. 


Artona is equally notorious for lighter 


crimes. Botwcou 1853 and 1872 there were

.than 40 persons strongly suspected of 
crime, but the number of accusations was 
(reduced in order that fewer persons tn tho 
community might bo interested against 
the administration of justice. The old 
'names again appeared among the accused. 
It soeins that crime is hereditary in com- 
paratively few families. One of these fam- 
'ilies is the Pompoui. They have been fa- 
mous for generations,. Tlie father ha§ 
served a long term in jail; tho mother was 
'imprisoned for 30 years; three of tho sons 
lhavo boon sentenced to long terms, and 
;tho fourth, a lad of 18, escaped conviction 
IbooaufiO of his youth. Pasquale Villani, a 
famous rogue, culled himself tho "mirror 
:of the country," moaning that ho was a 
Imodol of virtue. Francisco Bucci, on bo-

local criminals. 
The law of the paranza 


at Artena, as of the oamorra elsewhere, is 
silence, reciprocal false testimony in court, 
defense of tho accused with tho aid of a 
common fund, nad death to informers. 
Pasqualo Villani was at onco chief and 
treasurer of the Artunu parauza. 
Ho fur- 


nished false witufssos, puid the attorneys 
and watched the trial with the utmost euro.

ON ELEPHANTS MOUNTED, SPORTS- 
I 
- MEN BEAT FOR TIGERS. 


Oilier Game, Some Large, Some Small, In 


Taken Before the Main Objpct of.the 
Hunt IB Found—Hotv a Tiger Acts When 
Wounded—A Frightened Elephant. 


By 10 o'clock our bowtlah elophnnts are 


marshaled before the touts, and wo mount 
and stow away our paraphoraalia of guns, | 
rifles, ammunition, watorskln, tea bottle, 
a book perhaps, a gigantic double lined 
nmbrolla to be held ovor us by tho attend- 
ant in the back seat and a native blanket, 
folded as a cushion now, but, to bo unfold- 
ed uud thrown around us should the wild 
bees attack. That is tho simple kit ot 
him who cures not for luxuries. Haifa 
mile from otir camp wo enter a Btroich of 
grass In which it would bo hopoloss to 
look for tigers, and our 40 elephants are 
ranged in Hue in order to boat fur game 
of a loss ambitious kind. Thuonlor to ad- 
vance is given, and I sound on a dog whis- 
tle the signal of "general shooting." The 
mahouts, thoroughly all TO to the fact that 
tigers are not likuly to present themselves, 
keep tholr boasts In rank so regular that 
no likely patch of cover shall lie passed 
unbeaten, and wo pro off. 


Now from one liowdsib, now from an- 


other, anoc from two or three howdahs 
simultaneously, guns and rifles are fired 
as birds and beasts rise or break before us. 
Now falls a black partridge, now a peacock 
comes to earth with all his panoply of 
gorgeous plumage, now a hog doer or a 
cheetul dies, uml so our death dealing lino 
moves on, broken only when, for a few 
minutes, one elephant stops to pad a stag 
or pig or othor game too heavy to be lifted 
by the elephant's trunk, and liandotl—or 
trunkod—to the mahout for safe keeping 
in a bag. 
Other wild things fall in this 


improvised battuo—swamp partridges (in- 
correctly styled chikoro), hares, and, raised 
out of a bit of marshy ground, a snipo. 
But all those smaller creatures, alboit use- 
ful for our commissariat, and especially 
for tho standing stewpan, are insignifi- 
cant by comparison with a splendidly 
headed sambhur. That gives a glory to 
our bag that outshines all else. The kill- 
ing of that noble stag is a fortunate as 
well as a brilliant achievement, for ordi- 
narily the Siimuhur only exhibits himself 
when tho shikari, being directed to reserve 
his lire for tiger, may not shoot him. 


Wo have done fairly well in that strip 


of grass and now proceed to heat tho dry 
course of a forest stream, in souiu parts 
of which bhoro is cover of grass, below a 
shade from tho overhanging troos. Hero 
we may, with luck arid proper strategy, 
rouso a tiger; consequently more carolul 
tactics have to bo adopted. 
Throo of our 


four guns aro sent as "stops" to advance 
posts up the nullah, whitherward they 
make their way by forest routos; ono re- 
mains to drive along the nullah bed, ho 
being flanked on either hand by bcatiug 
oloplUontiFI lillulj sJmll ILGOJ> auola liiao 
r»M alx- 


cumstancos and tho mahouts' souso ol 
honor—a dubious quantity—may permit. 
Upon all is laid tho injunction that there 
shall bo no shot fired fcavo at tiger, panther 
or boar. 


So for some three furlongs the main lint, 


wends its way up and along either bank 
of tho nullah, while tho stops move for- 
ward to head tho driven quarry. 
None 


of tho smaller denizens of the woodland 
rises or runs muubsailod by him who holds 
the pass. 
Still for many minutes is tha 


forest silence unbroken by report of fire- 
arm or other sound, save those which the 
heavy footed elephants evolve 
Suddenly 


Motimohul, the howdah bearing behemoth 
of the nullah, dashes her trunk against 
tho ground with resounding noise and 
forth from out of a douso grass patch a 
tiger dashes, is seen in time and soroly 
wounded as it mounts tho nullah's bank. 


Untouched by bullet, that tiger might 


have disappeared in tho leagues of forests 
that hereaway extend on three sides; be- 
ing hit, it turns in its course and springs 
upon the elephnnt in the nullah bed some 
feet bolow it, reaches tho pad and clings 
there.

for a matter of ten seconds the tiger woul3 
receive its coup do grace from him who 
rides in the howdab. But the intelligence 
of Motimohcl does not grasp the situation, 
It only rlsos to the occasion sufficiently to 
move her to do that which, under tho cir- 
cumstances, is the worst thing to be done. 
She curls her trunk up to set that out of 
the way of a tiger that is nowhoro within 
roach of it and bolts blindly. Tho tiger 
drops to the ground, shaken and doubtless 
puzzled, and the curtain drops on not 1. 


Fortunately a tiger badly hit is generally 


a tiger bagged, and this one is in that 
case. Motimohul is pulled up in some- 
thing within a quarter of a mile, after sev- 
eral ineffectual efforts to smash her howdah 
among tho trees. The lino of elephants, 
which has broken up in disorder, is ral- 
lied, the stops come in from tho front, 
and we. with suoh orderly arrangement 
as may be, retrace our steps. 
We beat tlio 


cover of the nullah and its banks with 
scrupulous attention to every thicket that 
may hold tho tigor. By dint of much 
forcible language in the vernacular of a 
country that has a peculiar potency of 
vocabulary, by dint of lavish promiso of 
backshecsh as well, our mahouts do their 
duty to,some extent—and with success; 
the tigor rises from out of its grassy refuge, 
roars and charges—to fall, pierced by half 
a dozen bullets, just as for a second timo 
it had come home to one of our elephants. 


Hurrah I Wo do not shout thus wise, 


for we are Englishmen and not emotional. 
Moreover, our throats are too dry for ejac- 
ulation, but we are glad at heart that this 
splendid creature has been given into our 
hands, -and cheerily wo settle down to an 
early tiffin while the tiger is being pad- 
ded.—Saturday Review.

Horo thoy aro 
subjected ton long and thorough steam- 
ing until tho bones leave the flush.

Tlnri aro words nil frequently use whoso 


historle-i nnd derivations aro quaint and 
peculiar. The schooner is comparatively 
a modern crnft and is a product of Yankee 
ingenuity. A bluff old Now England 
nklppor. Captain Andrew Bobinson, who 
probably brought more slaves to the colo- 
nies thnn molasses and other common im- 
portations, one day come to the conclusion 
that he could rig a boat that would be an 
linprovi inont on tho craft then in use for 
ooahtw^o shipping. Being superstitious, 
as most sonfnrlngpeoploare, ho determined 
to let chance name his new boat. 
There 


were m. my spectators at tho launching, 
some Blinking their heads dubiously, others 
ridiculing and then others believing In 
the invention of tho old captain. 
As tho 


boat left tho stays slio plunged her nose in- 
to the vator, came up again like a cork 
nnd skimmed over tho water like a bird. 
A burst of admiration broke from tho 
crowd, ind one of tho onlookers exclaim- 
ed, "See how she scoonsl" Captain .Rob- 
inson reverently taking tho cue said, 
"Then Hcoonor lot her bo," and "fccooner" 
she has boon ever since, with tho excep- 
tion of tho letter "h," 
which generally 


manages somehow to get into words where 
it is not needed. 


Another curious word, which hns a sig- 


nificant and historical origin, is silhouette.

WEUS min- 


ister of state of Franco in 1859, a critical 
period with that country financially, which 
came m ar culminating in national bank- 
ruptcy. Silhouette Is represented as being 
a very wise and sagacious man, and in 
politics ho would now bo termed a "re- 
former." 


Sllho uctte and his doctrines became the 


butt of nil tho wits of Paris, nnd many a 
jest Wfts perpetrated on tho minister of 
state nndor tho very noso of Silhouette. 
With serious facos but laughing inwardly 
persons wore short coats without sleeves, 
and mnny other extravagances of a like 
nature were committed, among which was 
one of particular note which created a 
great deal of merriment at tho time—in 
fnet, so much so that it has been handed 
down to us together with the name of the 
grent r( formor as being tho climax of tho 
pranks of tho Parisian wits. All of tho 
portraits were made in black to represent 
a proflln of tho faoo and bust similar to n 
shadow cast upon a white paper by the aid 
of a strong light, thus economizing color- 
ed palms and other expensive materials, 
and thl< is our present Silhouette and all 
that is loft of him. 


Tho jonth speaks of going to his "hab- 


that owe tholr origin to one of the most 
common of sources — viz, corruption. 
The 


small shopkoopers of Germany hod a cus- 
tom in past ages of standing in the doors 
of their shops and Inviting an inspaotion 
of tholr wares. Tholr common salutation 
to every passerby who had the appearance 
of boinf in tho least susceptible was, "Habt 
ihr dnsh, horr?" ("Have you this, sir?") 
which was, one may readily imagine, cor- 
rupted into "haberdasher" by rapid and 
constant repetition. 


Another word, "exchequer," hns » pe- 


culiar derivation. In tho time of the old 
Normans there was established a court of 
equity, or claims, before which was settled 
the claims of tho king upon the people, tho 
claims of tho people upon tho king and tho 
claims of the people upon the people. Be- 
fore the judge or presiding officer of this 
court was a table, upon which was a check- 
ered cloth similar to a chessboard, which 
was used as an assistant in counting, and 
to observe this court In session it had the 
appearance of a game of checkers, and so 
by common usage it became the court of 
exchequer, from which comes tho word as 
it is most commonly used now, moaning 


The word "quiz" is purely an accident, 


or, more properly speaking, tho result of 
an Irishman's joke, and in reality has no 
meaning. A wager was made between 
some st udonts of an old university that 
one of them could not invent a new word 
which in 34 hours would bo the talk of 
all Dublin. There was much laughter at 
tho expunso of tho would bo coiner of the 
now word, but next morning upon rising 
tho new word was at tlio expense of tho 
scoffers for tho letters q u i z wcro posted 
on evorv wall and available space in Dub- 
lin, anil thus tho word became the talk of 
tho town and lias since remained exactly 
what it was when it wus invented — a rid- 
dle. 


Them is n word in our language which, 


correctly speaking, moans nothing what- 
ever, although its relative meaning Is fa- 
miliar nnd dear to all. Who is there in 
whom tho word "lullaby" does not stir 
some oi tho tendorost and dearest recol- 
lections? This word "lullaby" comes to 
us in swoct contrast as a myth from tho 
starry plains of Arabia, polished and 
rounded by tho roll of tho eternal ages. 
As a consequence of Lillth, Adam's con- 
sort, forming an alliance witli the evil 
spirit, nnd thus falling from grace, In the 
course of time tho name Lilith became 
dreaded, and many fearful deeds wore at- 
tributed to her, so much so tho Arabian 
mother never daro loavo her slumbering 
child w ithont commanding Ltiiith to bo 
gone and to do tho little one no harm. 
Tlio Arabic phrase invariably used had tho 
sound of 'Lilith a by." As time progress- 
ed this was taken up and made tho burden 
of tho orooning, drowsy hummings of a 
mother singing her baby to sleep and has 
finally oomo down to us as tho svvoot, soft 
"lullaby." — Now York Ilorald.
